Marcus told a public 
meeting .Jan. 8 in New 
York City that while the 
precise nature of the broad 
OIA , operation is not yet 
known, the plot is probably 
aimed at iraiposing fascist- ' 
' style governmehts in the 
■ U.S, and Western Europe 
during 1974. 

In: addition to the court 
.action nov;, being consid- 
ered by Judge Metzger 
(Docket no. 74 Civil 150), 
an Emergency National 


Commission of liiciuiry is 
demanding that evidence in 
posses.sion of the NCLC be 
protected and submitted to 
ihe examination of compe- 
tent press, legal, and psy- 
chiatric experts. ■ ■ 

NCLC says New York no- 
li ce officials and FBI 
agents have refused to pro- 
vide coraptent investigation 
and protection even though 
the NCIJl has reported 
“hard evidence of espion- 
age and other major 
crime.? to them.” 

Since these basic institu- 
tions are cither in complic- 
ity with the CIA or else 
have failed to defend the 
natioriar interest, in the 
face of this ■ CIA insur- 
rection against the Con- 
stitution, there ■ is nothing 
but the rapid growth of the 
Emengency Commission. ,
